Mayor Declares Chatsworth Enterprise Needless, 
Uniguited and Disapproved by Residents 


ordinance said: 

I have carefully investigated the 
matter of the proposed location of 
a cemetery at Chateworth, and 

not give the plan my approval. 

recent visit to the community 
most vitally interested convinces 
me that the plan ought not to 
have the sanction of the city. 

I find: (a) That there is no pres- 
ent need for additional cemeteries 
or eemetery space in the city of 
Los Angeles, nor will there be for 
years to come; (b) that the pro- 
posed location is unsuited to the 
purpose of establishing a ceme- 
tery: (e) that the people of the 
district are opposed to the location 
of a cemetery in their midst. .

With reference to the first ob- 
jection, it is sufficient to say that 
in ten established cemeteries there 
are now available for use for the 
interment of human bodies ap- 
proximately 900 acres of land.
